Irregularities in the bureau have 
been the subject of almost continu­ 
ous investigation for more 
than 
a 
year. Reports of serious losses were 
so persistent that the president at 
one time took a hand in the situation. 
By executive order the adm inistra­ 
tion of the big money making plant 
was changed over night and thirty- 
odd employes dropped. 
No adequate 
explanation of the necessity for such 
drastic action was ever made. 
Sec­ 
retary Mellon passed 
the 
incident 
over with the statem ent that losses 
to the government would not be of 
any “great magnitude." 
The loss of the farm loan bonds 
■has brought forth the first 
official 
suggestion that government securities 
.actually have been carted away from 
ithe bureau. 
It was at first believed 
the discrepancy was duo to an error 
fin bookkeeping. Secret service agents 
md 
treasury accountants, however, 
[were set to work on the case and a 
careful check was made. 
The rec 
ords were found to be correct and 
the bonds actually missing. 
W hat be­ 
came of them has not been cleared up. 
There is one theory that the bonds 
may have been destroyed as spoilage 
and no accounting made of rtem . The 
secret service chief, however, is more 
inclined to the theory they were ac­ 
tually carried away. 
Th^re is no chance for the govern­ 
m ent to lose from this shortage, it 
is declared, as the bonds were in an 
unfinished state, were not numbered 
and did not bear coupons on which 
interest could

could not be presented for redemption 
under 25 years, even with forged num­ 
bers and signatures.

Sunday at one of the Knippa’ subsidiary’ plants is cited by Sir 


Percival Phillips as “the first indication th at the m agnates of j 


the Ruhr are inclined to accept the inevitable and come to te rm s/' 


This may or may not be a true diagnosis. 
We will have to 


aw ait the events of the coming weeks. 
But in the m eantim e a 


strong measure, of credence will be attached to Sir Percival’s in­ 
terpretation by all who are fam iliar from first-hand knowledge 


with present conditions in the Ruhr. 
In the first place, Sir Percival Phillips is a com petent and , 
trustw orthy observer. 
He has had a long experience with the 
Germans. 
He was on the W estern front as a war correspondent 


from the beginning of the war and in occupied Germany for a 
long time after the armistice. 
He has been a t Dusseldorf since 


the French went into the Ruhr and has spent his days traveling 
about over the whole of the occupied region. 
Sir Percival is, by 


the way, a native of Pennsylvania, who became a British subject 


before the war. 
Further credence attaches to the report th at the Ruhr indus­ 


trialists are inclined toward accepting the inevitable because of j 
the personality of H err von Bulow, the acting head of the Krupp 


works, who signed the agreem ent with the French. 
H err von 
Bulow has a broader outlook and a clearer vision than most 


Germans. 
He can see beyond the confines of his country. 
He 


knows other countries and other peoples and can put him self in 
their place in analyzing a condition or a situation. This is a rare 
attainm ent among Germans, and the lack of it accounts for much 


of the trouble that has come to the German people in recent years. 
H err von Bulow is a business man of the first rank. 
He en­ 
tertains few illusions and knows realities. 
Before the war he 


was the representative of the Krupps in England. 
He was de­ 
tained there throughout the war, and for a part of the tim e was 


interned. 
He is now the active head of the Krupp works, which 


employs, at the present moment, between 55,000 and 60,000 men. 
His one aim and object, as he confessed the other day, is to keep 


the works going and the men employed. 
To him and to his as­ 


sociates th a t object outweighs the outcome of any political con­ 
troversy between Germany and France- 


The Krupps have an immense prestige and authority not 
only in the Ruhr but throughout Germany. 
The Krupp work­ 


ingmen have an esprit de corps, a solidarity and a pride in work­ 
ing at the Krupp plant th at is not possessed by the workers for 


Stinnes or Thyssen, or any of the other great industrialists. 
It 
seems a safe assumption at this juncture to reason th a t if the 


Krupp management and the Krupp workers find they can work 
I 
in agreement with the French th at other employes and work­ 
ingmen will follow the example if their business interests demand. 
For weeks past intelligent opinion in Germany has recogniz- ! 
ed that the inevitable end of the Ruhr occupation was a surrender 
to France. 
They even have a phrase for it in Germany.
